Doris was an only child and mother- 


less. 
She and her father had kept 


house together and mutually spoilt one 
another these last fifteen years. They 
had a miniature Mayfair palace all to 
themselves, an Arcadia that would 
have surprised most of the Utopians 
among whom Doris took her pleasures, 
by reason of its restful simplicity and 
quiet affections. Father and daughter 
were very fond of one another, each in 
their own way—Mr. Verrall in a digni- 
fied, old-world manner that reminded 
one of Balzac's elderly aristocrats, 
while Doris showed her affection by be- 
ing disrespectful.

London men are above all 
things creatures of habit, three-quar- 
ters of whose lives are carefully plan- 
ned and mapped out for them by that 
huge machine society.

From Deep Down in the Karth. 
The arrival at the Fish Commission 


of two living specimens of the Typh- 
lomolge Rathbuni has excited much in- 
terest. 
These animals came from an 


artesian well dug by the United States 
Fish Commission to supply water to 
the fish hatchery near San Marcos, 
Tex., and are among the most Interest- 
ing of subterranean organisms. 


The well was bored to a depth of 


ahout 1,500 feet, but was afterward fill- 
ed up, until it is now only 188 feet deep. 
A flow of 1,200 gallons of water a min- 
ute 13 obtained, and with the water 
four varieties of 
Crustacea and this 


salamander have come to the surface, 
all of which are new to science. 
As 


might be expected, these animals are 
blind, and the name given to the sala- 
mander is due to this fact, being com- 
pounded from the Greek typhlos, blind, 
and molge, a kind of salamander. The 
second term is in honor of Prof. Rich- 
ard Rathbun of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 


The larger of the two living speci- 


mens is about four and a half inches in 
length. 
It has a. large head prolong- 


ed forward into a flattened snout, in 
which is the mouth. 
The eyes are cov- 


ered by the skin and appear merely as 
small black specks. 
The body is slen- 


der and ends in a tail, flattened from 
side to side and used in swimming. 
Projecting from the body are two pairs 
of legs, the forward pair ending in 
four toes and the rear pair bearing 
five toes, as is customary among sala- 
manders. These legs are used in walk- 
ing, and, though very slender, seem 
to possess much strength, as they lift 
the body'clear of the ground, and by 
them it can climb over the rocks piled 
in the Aquarium. 


The gills are outside of the body and 


are just behind the head, where they 
stand out after the fashion of an Eliza- 
bethan ruff. 
These gills are a vivid 


red from ths 
contained blood, 
and 


make a. sharp contrast to the dingy 
white of the skin. 
The animals often 


crawl out of the water on the rock 
heap in the Aquarium, and the gills 


1 fall in festoons about their necks. 


The general structure is of a larval 


type, that is. it resembles the unde- 
veloped salamanders 8f to-day and tba 


j fossils of those of bygone ages. 
It 


1 is well known that fish and other in- 
habitants of subterranean waters are 
descended from corresponding types 
found at the surface in the vicinity, but 
the typhlomolge suggests many prob- 
lems. 
As it presents a primitive type, 


it may be an instance of arrested evo- 
lution or of reversion. 
When the an- 


cestors of these specimens became en- 
gulfed in the earth, it is probable that 
the form now presented was the nor- 
mal one and taat, in the absence of 
light and the presence of other ob- 
stacles to animal life, evolution be- 
came impossible and the type became 
fixed. On the other hand, this larval 
form may be the result of degeneration. 
Dr. L. Stejneger of the Smithsonian 


j Institution has published a brief de- 


I scriptioii of these interesting animals 
| and it is to be hoped that more elabor- 
ate study may be given them.

Col. Ttandall 
ordered two companies of troops out 
and stopped the riot. Two Americans 
have been arrested. 


Gen. Wilson, the commander of the 


department, and Civil Governor Gomez 
have gone to Cienfuegos to investigate 
the matter, as the Cubans are very in- 
dignant. The affair, which was simply 
a drunken row, is being used" by the 
Cuban newspapers and agitators to 
prove that the Americans are hostile 
to the Cuban people, and arc looking 
for trouble with them. The Cuban peo- 
ple are peculiarly sensitive

time, and are inclined to take offence 
at everything indicating the least hos- 
tility.

It is also 
a fact that the aggregate -Avight 
of 


battery for the amount of current dis- 
charge obtained is less than formerly. 


The factor of weight is one of the 


features ID electric vehicles that prac- 
ical men are working to overcome, and 
it is siijd that whenever a storage bat- 
tery or a system of storing the electric 
current is invented 
by 
which 
the 


weight of the battery is greatly 
re- 


duced, there is certain to be an impe- 
tus given to the electric motor vehicle 
Industry such 
as has 
nnver 
been 


thought of. 


One of the essential requirements in 


a motor vehicle is that 
the 
reserve 


power shall be instantly available for 
a brief period of time, as, for example, 
when heavy grades are met with. In 
a storage battery this condition is per- 
fectly met, the increase of current de- 
ran nded belnsr readily, given off and ac- 
cutately measured by the ampere me- 
ter, so that by observing the latt:-r 
while traveling on an apparently level 
road one can detect slight gra'des by 
the varying position of th» 
ampere 


needle. 
The battery may be considered 
as 


an elastic equalizer capable of giving 
off in an instant the amount of current 
needed at various times and emergen- 
cies. This makes electricity 
an ideal 


power for vehicles, for it 
eliminates 


the complicated machinery 
of either 


eas, steam, or compressed air motors, 
with their attendant noise, heat, and 
vibration. It is not only serviceable as 
power ,but also as light at night. 


The vertical steering shaft 
is con- 


nected underneath the carriage by a 
crank and rod with one end of an in- 
terior movable hollow

placed. From this lever under the car- 
nage, the brake rod extends to a band 
brake wheel secured on the rear tubu- 
lar propelling shaft adjoining the large 
treat wheel, also keyed on the 
same 


shaft. 
To exclude dust, those are cov- 


ered by a metal caning which 
is re- 


moved in the illustration 
for

clearly showing the driving mechan- 
ism. An additional safety hand brake 
is provided, the lever of which will be 
seen .lust inside the front seat.—r ;ien- 
tiu'c American. 


Some Tjnte Inventions. 


Shears and scissors are in be rondo 


with ball bearings, the washer at the 
end of the (oiuiec'tiug rive* being cut 
out on the underside to firm a ball 
race, which not only decreases the 
wear on the rivet, but securely holds 
the cutting edges together. 


A hnndy tool for carpenters' use is a 


nailhnlder. for starting nail;;, in corners 
and places where the ftna-ers cannot 
hold ihein easily, a steel punch having 
a palv of jaws attached to its face to 
grasp "»e nail aud hold it while the 
hammer is driving it. 


Pens can be adjusted at any desired 


angle in a new holder, wh-cli has the 
pen socket mounted on a ball set in a 
clamping head, so it can bv moved in 
the position desired and hxlil fast by 
turning a screw at the opposite end o"f 
the holder to lock the jaws in the 
head.

is thrown into the family circle by the 
birth of a negio infant. 


The nurse is the least disturbed of 


all. 
She jauntily attributes the phe- 


nomenon to the father's long sojourn 
among the negroes in the ancestral 
home In Virginia. 
She does not con- 


sider the fact nearly so remarkable as 
a case of hers, in which the baby had 
a claw lijte a lobster's, caused, she ex- 
plained, by its mother having been 
bitten by a lobster eleven years before 
the birth of her child. 
But the physic- 


ian has a moie scientific theory. 
He 


divlues that some one of Mr. Morton's 
ancestors, either in the direct or col- 
lateral line, was of African origin. 


"It is an example," he continues, "of 


that extraordinary law of inheritance, 
known as atavism, by which a child 
dees not resemble either of its parents, 
but reverts to some ancestor more or 
less remote." 
"t see it all," cries the unhappy fa- 


ther. 
"I 'must be a white child born 


of negro parents. 
That explains it all. 


My parents are black and I resemble 
some white ancestor." 


This was near the truth, yet not ex- 


actly true in the view of the adoptive 
father of Mr. Morton. 


"Mr. Morton's family," he explained 


when appealed to, "is one of those pe- 
culiar ones of pure African blood, ir 
which white children, called Albinos, 
are often born. 
Thomas Jefferson in 


his 'Notes on Virginia,' mentions seven 
instances in which a white child was 
born of negro parents. 
Three or four 


of these cases, he says, came under his 
personal observation, and he describes 
them at considerable length, though 
quaintly enough, under the head of in- 
digenous animals. 
Among other writ- 


ers I can recall a certain Dr. Pritchard, 
who mentions the case of a negro man 
who was the father of a white child to 
a negro mother. 
This negro, when 


questioned "in regard to the color of 
his child, said that his own father was 
white, although born of black parents 
in a district of the country where white 
men were never s<jen."
